Larvae of the Deer Nostril Fly from the British Red Deer. 
[ Abstract. ] 


Living maggots of Cephenomyia taken from a red deer killed in the early 
spring in the Cabrach Moor were received early this year from Major M. Portal. 
While probably fairly common, specimens of these maggots come to hand very 
seldom in this country. Along with the specimens of Cephenomyia other 
dipterous parasites of the Red Deer will be exhibited.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE GENERAL MEETING HELD ON 3RD JuNE, 1942. 


Dr. A. 8. Corset, Vice-President, in the Chair. 
Present, 39 Fellows and 6 Visitors. 


The minutes of the meeting held on 6th May were confirmed and signed 
by the Vice-President.

Thanks were voted to donors of gifts to the Library since the last meeting. 


A communication was made by Dr. F. EK. Zeuner (a visitor), an abstract 
of which appeared on p. 11. 


In addition Dr. C. B. Wilhams exhibited a simple apparatus for rapidly 
measuring the lengths of wings of butterflies without removing the glass lid 
of the drawer in which they are contained; and a previously unrecorded 
specimen of a British-caught Danaus plewippus from the collection of Dr. 
A. M. Massee of Hast Malling, Kent. The specimen was captured in 1904 or 
1905 near Lymington, Hants, by Mr. George Massee, and Dr. A. M. Massee 
distinctly remembers seeing it alive and helping his father to set it. Dr. 
Massee has kindly allowed the specimen to be presented to the British Museum, 
and it is now at Tring. The specimen is a male of the typical North American 
form and is a large individual with fore-wings 55 mm. in length from base to 
tip.
